annual Rainbow Gathering of the

ple are expected for the July 1-7 cele- 
\ bration being billed for “world peace 
and h ealin g, communing and shar-

" r This rural, mountainous region has 
probably never seen anything quite 
like this before, and may never again. 
\ Several hundred members of the 
Rainbow Faimily — a group with no 
leaders, no membership lists, and few 


rules — have already arrived, and 
It’s clear these folks are not repre- 
sentative of mainstream, middle- ’ 
class America. 

‘To many who don’t understand, 
humanly interested people like us are 
definitive of the hippie,” said Stephen 
Principle, a member. **' 

From appearances, it is like a time 
warp to the 1967 Summer of Love 
and the Age of Aquarius. Long hair, 
beards, beads, bells,. dress styles of 
every imagination, tattoos, bright 
multi-colored posters, and peace 
signs abound. , ' * 

Most of the members of the family 
who talked with the Times-News do 
not, or won’t, use their given names, 
instead going by the names they have 
taken for themselves or have been 
given over the years. * - 

Some would not allow their pic- 
tures to be taken. Their reasons var- 


ied, but as one child said, "If you take 
my picture my soul will not be able to 
leave the earth until the picture is 
burned.” ' " - 

As could be expected, the gathering- 
has raised concerns among some resi- 
dents of the small towns and villages 
in this pristine and seldom-disturbed 
area of northwestern Pennsylvania. 

' The Warren Times Observer in an 
editorial June 18 noted; “From- the 
talk we’ve heard, some Warren Coun- 
ty citizens equate that summer gathr 
ering of several thousand , kindred 
spirits of 1960’s-era hippies to the 
concomitant arrival here of hordes of 
gypsy moths.” The editorial said such 
feelings are “unfair,” and noted that 
so far the situation has been “be-- 
nign.” ' — 

■ , The only incident to date, govern- 
ment officials said, was the illegal 
killing of a bear. 


*; Principle, * one of the Rainbow 
"scouts who arrived weeks before the- 
gathering to select a specific site and 
make necessary arrangements, said 
the Rainbow Family wants to do 
nothing that will cause any problems. 

“We handle any, situations our-, 
selves with our-Shanti Sena (peace- ’ 
keepers). There is no reason^ anyone 
should be concerned,” he said." > 
n Badjer, another of the scouts, said 
he and others have met with appro- 
priate officials and law enforcement 
agencies, to address their concerns 
and “work everything out” “We try 
to allay the fears as much as possi- 
ble,” he said.'; * » .
